SAYS ENGINEER HERO 


Fireman On Mai! Engine 


Says Chief Was Not At 
Fault—Identify Bodies of 
Victims. 


CHICAGO, 111,, July 15—Officials of 


the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad today investigated the cause 
of tho wreck which resulted in the 
death of the thirteen persons yester- 
day at Western Springs, a suburb, IS 
miles west of the city. 


Tho block signal operator at West- 


ern Springs. Mrs. F. A. Wllcox. and 
tho crew of the Denver 
train 
into 


which tho fast ina.il crashed were 
questioned by the railroad officials at 
Aurora, III. 


Coroner Hoffman prepared for tho 


resumption of the n.quest and tho 
state railroad and warehouse 
com- 


mission joined with the county author- 
ities In the endeavor to learn what 
caused the wreck. 


Says Engineer Hero 


H. O. Grain, fireman on the fast 


mall engine, In tho hospital where he 
lies badly wounded, declared his engi- 
neer, George Bronson, who was kill- 
ed, was not at tault. 


"The signals were sot for a clear 


track In the block west of whore we 
struck. Wo hoard tho torpedoes and 
poor Bronson shut off steam and re- 
versed the engine. Wo were too close 
to stop. Ho died like a hero," said 
Craln. 


The bodies of G. W. Tudor of Lncey, 


Iowa and daughter, Lois Adel Tudor, 
foul- years, have been identified. 
Rel- 


atives 
identified the Tudors, 
father, 


mother and child. Three bodies, two 
women and one little girl remain un- 
idontllled in the La Grange undertak- 
ing rooms. 


Injured to Recover 


According to reports today all the 


injured taken to hospitals as a result 
of the collision between tho Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy overland limit- 
cd'ar.d a mail train at Western Springs 
yesterday morninug in which thirteen 
persons were killed and sixteen known 
to be hurt wore In a condition which 
indicated their recovery. 


Twelve of tho injured were taken to 


St. Anthony Do 1'ndua hospital and 
after careful examination, physicians 
pronounced that none hud suffered in- 
juries which would bo likely to cause 
death.

WASHINGTON, D. C., 
July 15— 


The impeachment of Judge Robert W. 
Archbald of the commerce court, was 
formally laid before the' senate today 
by tho committee of managers from 
the house, headed by Representative 
Henry D. Clayton, chairman of 
the 


•judiciary committee. 


Shortly after the senate convened 


tho house managers walked in a body 
to the rail before .the presiding of- 
ficer's desk and announced their mis- 
sion. 


The senate chamber and galleries 


were fairly well filled to witness the 
sober proceedings. 


Mr. Clayton read the resolution un- 


der which the house had directed its 
committee to present 
the 
impeach- 


ment by tho senate.

front of the senate bar were grouped 
tho other members of tho house com- 
mittee of managers.

Violates Senate Rule 


As Mr. Clayton concluded and be- 


fore he could begin upon the articles 
of impeachment, Senator 
Lodge of 


Massachusetts pointed out 
that 
the 


rules provided for a proclamation by 
the senate 
sergeant 
at arms. The 


house managers retired to the rear of 
tho chamber, and 
Colonel Arnsdale. 


sergeant at arms, 
in a voice 
that 


scarcely reached tho senate galleries, 
mado tho formal proclamation: 


"Hear Ye, Hear Ye, Hear Ye, all 


persons aro commanded to keep sil- 
ent on pain of Impeachment while 
the House of Representatives is ex- 
hibiting to the senate of tho 
United 


States articles of impeachment against 
Robert W. A. Archbald." 


Chairman Clayton proceeded 
with 


the formal reading of tho long docu- 
ment of Impeachment,, with the de- 
mand of the house of representatives 
that the judge be tried 
for 
"high 


crimes and misdemeanors" 
against 


the United States. 


Hour in Reading 


Representative Clayton was on hour 


reading the articles in which Judge 
Archbald was accused 
of 
securing 


favors from those Interested in litiga- 
tion before the commerce court. 


At the conclusion a resolution 
by 


Senator Clark of Wyoming 
to have 


tho impeachment referred to n select 
committee of live was adopted 
and 


Senator Galllgen, as president 
pro 


tempore, -appointed Senators 
Clark, 


Nelson, Dillingham, Bacon and Cul- 
bcrson. 
The impeachment must 
again 
be 


brought up at 1 o'clock tomorrow af- 
ternoon. The'senate rules provide for 
its consideration the day after It 
is 


announced. 
Tho 
select 
committee 


will provide rules for tho trial and re- 
port to the senate tomorrow, when It 
will bo determined whether the trial 
is to proceed at once or go over until 
fall.Representative Clayton gave notice 
that tho house reserved the right to 
amend its articles of impeachment or 
to make, reply to any representations 
of Jtidga Archbald and adduce testi- 
mony.

Rail Causes Bad Smashup 
At Junction Sunday.

Two large locomotives on the Chi- 


cago and Northwestern railway were 
derailed just south of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee 
and 
St. 
Paul 
railway 


crossing-, 
at 
Racine 
Juntion, 
at 


about 
3:15 
o'clock 
Sunday 
mor- 


ning. 
It was quite a bad wreck and 


might have resulted in fatalities. 


The locomotives left Chicago for 


AIilwauk.ee without cars of any...kind. 
As they ncared the crossing in ques- 
tion 
and 
running under reduced 


speed, J, Drown, tow-rman at the 
crossing, threw on the "D" rail by 
mistake and before he had time^to 
correct the error the two ponderous 
engines were off the track and plung- 
ing along on the ties. 


After running over fifty feet the 


head locomotive cleared the tics and 
struck the soft earth and the we;t 
side went down and the pondero 
machine went over on its side, barely 
missing a te'legraph pole and stopping 
only a few feet from the brick build- 
ing" of the Belle City Manufacturing 
company. 


Stick to Engine 


On the engine wero Engineer J. F. 


Larson and Fireman Z. Chasa. 
Roth 


stuck to the engine and after it had 
settled down they crawled out of the 
cab, practically uninjured, a miracu- 
lous escape from being killed, consid- 
ing the position of the locomotive. 


The locomotive In the 
rear was 


also derailed, but rot so badly. 
As 


soon as possible wrecking trains were 
secured and a largo force of men put 
to work clearing1 up the wreck. The 
rear locomotive was easily replaced 
and resumed the trip to Milwaukee, 
under its own steam, but it took until 
late into the afternoon to get the first 
machine up and on the rails. 


The tracks were ton, up for more 


than sixty feet, but traflic was not 
tied up, all trains getting through on 
cheduie time. 
The place where the 


derailment took place is on the new 
tracks just put in and also tho very 
latest blocking system. 


Blame Towermnn 


Railway ofliclals states that the 


accident was in all probability due to 
Towcrman J. Drown making a mis- 
take. 
When 
the 
two locomotives 


were quite a distance to the south 
the whistles wero sounded. 
There 


having 
been many'trains running 


over the lino from the St. Paul sys- 
tem owing to a washout near Russell, 
Drown no doubt believed there was 
a train coming from the west on the 
St. Paul and threw the block on the 
Northwestern to prevent a possible 
collision on the crossing. 


Tho damage caused by tho derail- 


ment will amount to several thousand 
dollars. 


Hundreds 
of people visited 
the 


wreck and the police had their hands 
full to keep tho crowd off the tracks 
and to save them from being injured 
or killed by pasing trains.

their rules and business practlves as 
well, the interstate commerce com- 
mission in a report by Franklin 'K. 
Lane, made public today, declares that 
these corporations are facing a grave 
crisis 
In their existence, 
in 
which 


much depends upon the way In which 
they receive and act upon the sugges- 
tions of the commission. 


Great Cut In Rates 


In an order announced the commis- 


sion presented a new schedule of ex- 
press rates to extend to all points in 
the United States reducing these rates 
40 per cent on packages up to twenty- 
five pounds and IS per cent on all 
classes of paskages carried. 


The rates are not to go into effect 


at once. 
A hearing will be given by 


the commission on Oct. 5. The bur- 
den of proof, however, is placed up- 
on express companies. 


Now on Probation 


"The test of the express company 


as a. public utility is at hand," is the 
commission's 
conclusion, after 
an 


analysis of the mass of complaints 
lodged against them. 


Certainly Is is not deniable that the 


express company has to no slight de- 
gree lost the confidence of the people 
it serves and Is regarded now as only 
upon probation. To help it to a great- 
er degree uf usefulness and to pre- 
serve it as a public agency, we have 
conducted this inquiry, reaching as it 
has, down to the most elemental prac- 
tices of the carriers and broadening 
into a sea of infinite detail. 


Basle Changes Ordered 


"But these things we shall require: 
"(1) 
A now and simple method of 


stating rates by which one who is not 
:in expert in the reading of tariffs may 
know what rate he should be charg- 
ed."(2) 
The tariffs must present but 


one rate upon the same class of traf- 
fic between any two. points in the 
United States served by the same car- 
rier. The rebates by Indirection con- 
cealed In the tariffs must be removed. 


"(3) 
There must be a new classi- 


fication of traffic In which the stand- 
ard or first class rate shall bo that on 
merchandise, and to which there shall 
bo ono great class of exceptions—a 
second class, as it were—consisting of 
articles of food and drink now carried 
tinder the meaningless term of 'gener- 
al specials.' 
The rate for this latter 


ciass should bear a relation in per- 
centage to the former. 
Our conclu- 


sion is that 75 per cent of merchan- 
dise would yield a fair and reasonable 
rate. 
Other rates may be made to 


meet traffic needs and develop indus- 
try: but all such rates shall be based 
on conditions of service and should 
for convenience likewise be stated In 
percentage of the merchandise scale. 


Direct, Through Routes 


"(4) 
The rules of the express com- 


panies are too many and too involved. 
They need even more drastic revision 
than is herein suggested. 


"(5) 
The express 
carriers 
must 


unite in direct through routes. reach- 
Ing all cities and towns accessible to 
each other by the shortest route meas- 
ured In time. 
The commission will 


leave this matter in the hands of the 
carriers for the present, but will un- 
dertake to see that this principle Is 
recognized in the routing Of express 
traffic. 


"(6) 
There should be a 
precise 


statement published'and filed showing 
the terminal service that Is given at 
local stations. 


"(7) 
To avoid prosecutions for Il- 


legal overcharges It Is essential that 
double collections shall cease, and to 
this end a system of labels is heroin 
prescribed:' A yellow 
label, 
which 


shows that the charges have been 
paid; a white label when the charges 
have not been paid; and If no label is 
carried on the package It must be de- 
livered without charges and the error 
later corrected. 


"(S) 
The standard 
merchandise 


rates have been found to be discrim- 
inatory as between loca.lltles and un- 
reasonable in themselves with respect 
to the points dealt with in our order.

It Is said the path of (ho cyclone 


was a little over half a mile In width 
and in this territory everything prac- 
tically was ruined.

Electric Storm Which Approaches Cyclone In Rage, 


Does Heavy Damage In City, County and Entire Sec- 
tion of State—Church Steeple Struck—People Shock- 
ed in Homes—Crops Suffer. 


BARNS BURN; ANIMALS CREMATED IN STALLS 


Batwec 
__ n 2 and 3 o'clock this morning Racina and vicinity and portions 


of MUwaukee and Kenosha counties, were visited by one of the most terri- 
fic electric storms known in recent years, accompanied by wind that almost 
reached a cyclone proportion and a deluge of rain amounting to a 
cloud 


burst in some places. 


Many places were struck and damaged by the lightning, including the 


big spire on the St. John's church, corner of North. Erie and 
Kewaunee 


streets; barns were blown down; 'trees damaged; hundreds of fields of oats 
were laid low and possibly ruined; tracks of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railway washed out at Russell. eKnosha county, necessitating tho 
abandonment of freight traffic and all passenger trains running over the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway, by way of Corliss. Barna in the country 
were struck by lightning and animals burned alive. 


There was also damage at the North Side Beach park, followed by a 


small tidal wave at 9:30 this morning, the water running up to the danc- 
ing pavilion and also a number of feet higher in tho river and then receded 
to one foot lower than the normal stage. , 


Telephone service suffered and one cable, was cut, as If severed by a 


knife, live hundred phones being put out of business in different parts of 
the city. 


Never was the lightning more vivid and incessant and tho peals 
of 


thunder, followed crash after crash, reminded one of heavy artillery 
and 


the wind shook houses and the streets were filled with water .especially on 
the north side, where it was more severe than in the south. 


Had a Narrow Escape

The home of John Holborn, health

1534 Deann Boulevard, 
was hit by a bolt of lightning, which
